MAXIMUM RATE CASE 


Schedule Fixed 
by South 
Dakota 


Declared Unconstitutional by 


the United States Court. 


Sioux 'Falls, S. D. August 10.—The 


schedule of 
maximum freight and 


passenger rates fixed for the rail- 
roads by the state commissions was 
today declared unconstitutional 
by 


Judge Garland of the United States 
Court. 
He held that the schedule 


would operate to confiscate the prop- 
erty of the railroad companies with- 
out due process of law or just com- 
pensation. The commissioners there-, 
fore are perpetually enjoined 
from 


putting into effect the maximum rate 
scheuule. 


The judge further decided 
that 


when circumstances have so changed 
that the rates established by the com- 
missioners would yield the railroad 
companies a reasonable compensation 
the commissioners may apply to the 
court for a further order in their 
behalt. 


The case has been in the 
courts 


since 1897 and was once decided in fa- 
vor of the commissioners.

robbed Dr. Mills' office safe Tues- 
day night and secured about fifty 
dollars in money. 


Suspicion points to Kirpatrick as 


being the one who robbed the safe, 
'for the reason that the outer 'door 
was opened by the combination and 
Kirpatrick is the only person that 
had access to the office and the only 
.person, besides the doctor, that could 
be familiar with the combination. 


Dr. Mills left his office on Tuesday 


afternoon, about 1:30 o'clock in com- 
pany with his hired man. Before leav- 
ing the office he went to the safe and 
tried the combination to see if it was 
thrown off and found it to be all right 


Wednesday morning he went 
to 


his office and opened the safe 
in 


the usual way. 
He found nothing 


•wrong with the 
combination, but 


when the door was opened he 
was 


surprised to find' the door to the in- 
side cash box had been forced and 
all of the money except a Canadian 
five cent piece and four pennies tak- 
en. 
It was evident from an examin- 


ation of the safe that the man was 
looking for money only, as a package 
containing some money and jewelry 
belonging to Mrs. Mills had 
been 


opened and the money abstracted, but 
the jewelry had not been touched. 
There were also two gold watches 
in the safe and they had not been 
taken.

Suspicion at once rested on Kir'k- 


patrick and Chief Hogan was at once 
notified of the theft. He immediately 
started to trace the missing man 
.and found that he'had gone to Evans- 
ville, Wis., and remained there until 
Wednesday at 5:30 p. m., where he 
and his brother started for South Da- 
kota. 
Their destination was ascer- 


tained from the station agent and was 
found to be Watertowjn, S. D. 
A de- 


scription of the men was at once 
•wired to the chief of the police in 
that city and word was received from 
him last evening saying that he had 
the man in custody and-that he had 
but seventy cents on his person.. 


Kirpatrick has been in the employ 


of Dr. Mills for the last nine months. 
He came here, from 'Richl'ahcl,...Center 
last 'October and •entereid..Miss Will- 
iams' shorthand "aiul ' typewriting 
school. He entered the employ of Dr. 
Mills as;hostler and..errand boy. and 
continued" in- that'position-until--this 
spring. 
When Miss St. John left 


the office .Dr. ,Mills took him into the 
office as attendant and he continued 
in that position until he left. 
He 


received S25 per month for his ser- 
vices and'boarded with Mrs. .Fannie 
George on North Bluff street. 
Tues- 


day afternonn he left the office in 
company with Dr. Mills and left him 
at Con McDonald's corner to go up 
to Mrs. Geo.rge's for his supper. This 
was about five thirty o'clock and he 
did not reach his boarding 
place, 


two blocks away, until nearly seven 
o'clock. 
The inference is that he 


went directly back to the office and 
opened the safe, during this 
time. 


He felt reasonably sure that he, would 
not be disturbed as he saw saw. Dr.
